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SUGGESTIONS FOR THE COMING NATIONAL CONVENTION 


Victor L. Berger Discusses the Plo^tform to be Adopted. 

It it hardly necetsary to stdte that the next yalional Convention of the s^ocialist Party (Social-Dcino- 
eraiic Party) to be held m Chicago on jl/ay 1, trill h$ the most iinporlonf convention held thut far, for 
the timple reason that the party has grown in dimenitions and importance. In order to make this conven¬ 
tion do iU full duty to the party and the labor movemeni. every state in the Union should send its full 
quota of delegates, and pick out members who are mast fit to represent the. tenor and the mental make-up 
of the membership of the respe.ciive stales. And there is one thing that I would recommend to the member¬ 
ship of ex'ery state, that is, not to send men who are mere agitators or ".^oap-box orators.*' Furthermore not 
to send men who are new in the movement and imagine that theif have- to recite all theij .know ahoui^ 
‘'surplus value.'* "clean-cut class-consciousness," etc., in order to prove their "i/nr-^mpromiAin.^ Socialism" 
to the delegates assembled, and thus take up the very ralmhle time of a convention vhich has convened 
to transact the business of the Socialist fiariy. I believe it would he a good plan for the Committee on 
Rules and Order to find some method by which our next vational convention would he enabled to dispen.^c 
with fioap-boT oralory en<irr/y. Any delegate who has a soop-box speech pressing on his heart and must 
get rid of it in order to he happy, may do so in the «‘eni«<7 on any street corner in Chicago. 

/ am not even sure that this convention', u:hich has been called for the purpose of nowinaling a presi¬ 
dent and rice-president, should go into any discussiems about the different theories of Socialism. We ought 
to leave the platform—which is Wr/i/u//v today the international Socialist platform — uniunched, v'ifh the 
exception perhaps of a few verbal changes. Srieniifir disriui.^\rir\s of theories as surh caunoi at hr.tf he dr- 
aided by a majority vote of any convention. Scientific facts have never yef been derided by majority vote 
—and economic facts and philosophical problems no more than mnthcmaiicnl or hisinricnl facts nt.d 
problems. All such matters ought to he discussed for months nr even years i« the party press. —in fact 
they ought to he. discussed continuously—and then decided by a ronr/*n/iV»rj caVrd 'for that purpn.^e in "off 
years*' poliUcnlly, and by a convention made, up in an entirely different way from the nne which is called 
to nominate a president and a t'ice-presidenf. 

All this convention ought in do, and do it without losing sight of our goal—the cnllcctire ownership of 
all means of production and di.^tribution —15 to formulate a working program fur the present nuttonal 
campaign, and working programs for the coming stats and municipal rlrrtions. 

The Socialist party hei-.g c. politicnl or7nnir<2/ton, it will be of the. grratesf importance for the n{f 
tionnl convention to express the demands on which we shall put the main sfrrs.'t in fhr present national 
canifyjign. lI’Ai/r at all times we strive towards abolishing the capitalist .sy.stcm. the cidlrctirc ownership 
af all the means of produrtion and fiistrihutinu is .turely not the i.Ksue in r.ni!^. lii \ng a polifical party 
and not simply a propaganda club, we must this year press such issue.i its are possible in this 
campaign—such demands ns trill ameliorate the condition of the Inhnrlug class, strengthen its power of 
resistance, and by these very conditions weaken capitalism and hn.sien its downfall. .Ic one surh measure 
/ would favor old-age pensions for working mi'n and working women, connected with state or national 
insurance in rases of sickness or frr persons nut of work.—something on the tiermon ptitern. only on a 
much larger scale and from a Soriali.sf sfand)>oint. The fart that fhs tierman government is going (>• 
have a very complete exhibit on that subject this year in >7. I,ou\s. and also the fact Lhaf pensions have 
been granfeil very liberally in this country to old soldiers—-jiisf now I're.sident Rfiosevclt has enlarged the 
pension system very much on his own responsibility—will moke fhi.s issue very timely and help ils to get the 
ear of the public also for our other Socialist demands. 

The convention ought also to define the policy of the party towards the trades unions iu a more inde-. 
pendent way than was ihr ra.se at the convention in Indianapolis, when our party was put into the position 
of ’'mnnin^ after the unions." While we naturally anti ungunlifiedly ore in favor of organized labor and in 
favor of the eronomir movement of the working people. H i.t !>• be undeyston.! that the Sociolid movement 
i.« the much grander and more im/»or/nn/ movement of the two. and that ire ore not to ua.sic <iur energy in 
gelting endorsements that mean nothing. 

The fruit question will no doubt hr made an tASue by one. or po.ssibly btdh. of the rdd parties. The 
nafionalizalion of the trusts would therefore he one of^the best jhiinfs t'> be put in the foreground durir^j 
th* national campaign, and also one of the most I>onalisfic. 

The treaty between our country and Chinn coming to an end this fall, it will be necessary for our 
piirty to take a stand on the f^inese emigration gusgtion. esprrially as if i.s possible thnf we may elect some 
Socialists to Congress this year. It might rrrn be advisabte to forinutafe a demand as to the regulation of 
emigration in general—for imsfancr, government help for a rerlain cto'is of iwinii.7mnfx to reach parts of 
the eountnf whe.e they may he made u.seful members of our population instead of leaving immigrants 
to hang around the larger riiiV.t, irhere many often .sink in/o the proletariat of the slum. 

(If more im;mWanrr i?i rn than all these may he ike formulation of a Socialistic farmrr.s program for 
certain states. And of vital importance to all siaiAS is n general working program for cities and munici¬ 
palities. because the Socialist jtarty (Sorinf-Demnerati^ party) is nowadays before, all icings n city party, 
and we shall rarry and do rarry ciiie.-< before we ran eairy sfate.-t.

Money, ns a inediiim of evvhange, had its origin in im»_ 
nnee. ns it depends for its imntinued existence upon t]^ iST” 
anw of the many and the greed of a few. 

In the hegiiining, wh.m hunting wild animals was ih, ,, 
eupation of most human beings, skins and furs wen tw 
mediums of exchange. '* 

.\ little later, when most of tlie impalation had turaejh 
cattle raising, cattle heeaiue Ihe medium of exchange. TjiT 
iinstamiied metals, like tin. iron aiul lead were used, ther q. 
change value being solely dependent upon their weight. Alt 
a thousand years liefore the time of Chri.sf, stamped melthd 
tlie kjml now used, apiumred a.s money. 

NKl'ESSITY. as we have xrn, first compelled the ueif 
s medium of exchange and l(!N0It.\N('E eauseil the u* J 
mediums that liad no .scientific basis, because they coal jaej 
no element by means of which those who wished to 
their products could know that Ihe e.vehange would do injaS 
neither to tlie buyer nor Ihe seller. In the lieginning it 
probably not the intention that the aWiien of tliis domt 
should work to the advantage of any class of individual,; hit 
thousands of years of e.xperienees has shown that the ituoici 
of such n safe-guard HAS and DDKS work to the advratapef 
a few at a corresponding disadvantage to the inany. Thefaw 
who are enahleil by this uniieientilie medium'of eicluaie I, 
enrich themselves at ihe expense of tlie others are naturally *4 
satisfied with it and wish it to remain. The many wbo m 
being wronged by the use. of money as a medium of exHuaji' 
have never recognized the nature of the wrong and have tlim. 
fore never souglit a reniedv. 'Die Socialist jiarly alone, of 
the iKilitienl parties in the rnitfd Stati“s. has recogniad tl» 
nature of tliis ninnslroiis wrong and has devi.sed a remedy. AaJ 
it is so simple ii remedy that when once staled, neither iti ds 
solute jusliee nor its practicability can be honciitly ijuestioHi. 

Hove. then, would Socialism make the labor-time died 
serve the jiurpose of a medium of exehaiigc without enililii| 
anyone to profit bv it to tlie disadvantage of another? 

Well, to begin, we would all lie working just aa we an an, 
this man in a shoe-shop, that man in a foundry, anoffief d 
house-building and so on. For the most part, we sliouldillkt 
working in the same factories and work-places in which we »r 
toil, though if it slin.ild lie found that the capitalist desire hr 
profits had caused loo many shoe-shops to spring np, the rap- 
fluous shops would be eiostnl and the shoe-makers would be gira 
ail opi)ortHn’'y to make something for waieh there WAS t 
demand—nol a difficult task when the fact is considered flit 
no human lieiiig is now aide to obtain more than a FEW of the 
things he would like to have. But most of us would be workif 
just us we are now. the only difference lieing that the joten- 
ment wouhl own the land and niaciiitierv with which we eeuU 
work and we would therefore not bo re<|uired to give fnutvdMa' 
of onr products os the ]iriee of llii' iisi' of the other eleoMeb 
tlint lalior must nsi' to produce wealth. .\nd when |i»J-dif 
eaiiie. instead of getting .an envelope containing $C, $ilorBi» 
other Slim of money, tlie government, as ihe represajtitne al 
-M.l. the people, in whom tlie owner.-Iiip of the land and 
cliinerv would tie vested, would simply issue to eech lAortri 
labor-time elierk. 

This labor-lime ehei k would tie nothing more than icnt'e 
lleate tliat the iktsoii to wlioiii ii was i—iieil bad perfonaeds 
certain number of lioiirs of useful labor that week andwisr*' 
titled III aiivtliing elsi- ilial bad laa'ii produced by any other mu 
ill tlie eoiimrv in the same iinmber of hours. 

If the latiorer were a slioe-iiinker and had worked 48hii«n 
that week, he could buy back practically all of hi» own prod« 
if he wished and receive, say -qj hours' worth” of shoee, tk, 
governnieiil retaining the pnvlnet of a helf hour, or «»in«otli*| 
small amount, to make up for the wear altd tear on the 
ehilierv. ele.

An arm¬ 
less matt ran nrodtiee just as mneh wealth as can the man who 
is “oni of a job’'—the man who has been denied the opportunity 
tp n.se land.nr maeliinery. And the man who is compelled to 
■ relinquish four-fifths of his product as the price of the privilege 
of using the last two seelinns of his arms is aetnally foreeil to 
try to make a living with only two-fifths of one arm instead of 
two wiiolc arms. 

But look again at the picture. Beside Ihe working class 
atands the capitalist class—Uie ela.ss that TAKES, hut does not 
MAKE wealth. .And this capitalist class says to Inbfir; “A'ou 
are hungry. 1 have enough fond to last me a year, but I would 
like to store away a alill larger supply. Yon cannot get food 
dor the present, nor I for the future unless somebody produces 
weahh with the machinery I own. I d^'t want to work with 
this niaehineri- myself and I will not IrtAou work with it unless 
yon will agree to take in the form of wages only a fifth of what 
you create and give me tlie rest for the ii.«e of the machinery.” 

AND THE WORKl.NG CLASS PAYS THIS AWFUL 
ri! ICE FOR THE USE OF ITS OWN ARMS! 

Why? 

First, because the working class cannot get food into its 
ttnmai'h in any other wav. 

Second.. BEC-AUS’E THE WORKING CLASS IS 
HUNGRY TODAY'; nnlike ihe capitalist class it is not think¬ 
ing about-appeasing a possililc hunger next veai;. IT MUST 
HAVE FOOD AT ONCE AT ANY' PRICED To get food, it 
must prmluec wealth with M.ACHINERY'. .\nd if the class 
that controls the machinery will not let it be used except for a 
nriee that represents four-fifths of laboFs producta, LABOR 
MUST P.\Y THE PRICE! THERE IS NO ESCAPE, 
Imbnr is hungry TOU.AY'. The capitalist will not run out of 
food until next year. HE C.AN W.\1T. He knon-s that labor's 
hunger will drive it to the machine at any price long before he 
can possibly consume his yeaFs supply of food. 

So Sociali.sm- takes this position: 

So long as one class of men have the power to control the 
machinery that other men must use to get a living, so long will 
the gre-ed inherent in human nature enable the controlling class 
to exploit the others; 

Isabor can bbtain its full product only when it can apply 
itself to the things that are used to produce wealth—land and 
machinery—witliont agreeing to give any part of its product 
to another as the price of their use; 

Land and maehinerv being necessary to produce wealth, 
man has the same natural right to their free use that he has to 
life itself, because the value of the right to liiT is in direct pro- 
iwrtioii to the opportunity to exercise it. In otlier words, a 
man's "right to live'’ is of no value to him if he cannot obtain 
anything with which to sustain life. 

Therefore Socialism says that man, machinery and laud 
must tie BROUGHT TOGETHEIf • tiiat llie toll-gates of capi- 
ialiam must be TORN DOWN, a m that every human iK-ing’s 
OPPORTUNITY to produce the nieaiiswwith which to sustain 
life shall be considered as sacred as his RIGHT to live. 

Unless access to land and machinery is free to all, those 
who are compelled to beg as a privilege tlie right to use land 
and machinery will bo robbed by those who disjiense thia 
privilege. 

.Access to land-and maehinerv cannot he FREE to all until 
land and machinery are OAVNED by all. 

In otlier »-ords, the indiriduals that form the atoms of 
which the giant of labor is composed must wrest control of the 
giant's arms from the armless monster of capitalism. 

.1 condition of society that denies n man the riglit to use 
his amis to produce food to satisfy his hunger, without giving 
part of his product to anotlier for the mere privilege of working

.And since a numerous, riviliz.ed people cannot exchange -the 
identical articles they produce for the articles created by olhers, 
it is necessary tliat there shall he .some medium of oxchaiige— 
something representing value that can he exehnngeil for anv- 
thing of equal value. Tliat is why we now have what is known 
as money. 

But h’t us see how labor fares when it receives 'money for 
its lalmr and exchanges money for tlie products of oilier men’s 
labor. AA'e have seen from the census figures lhat Yhe aver.vge 
American laborer produces ?2,|.'i0 of value each year and re¬ 
ceives in the form of wages only $4dT. In other words, the 
average zAmeriean laiuirer is •compelled lo proiliiee $.'i of wealth 
in order to get $I in moiiey. It is this nionstnuis injustice that 
Socialism would abolish by giving labor the ownership of the 
tools with which it works. But wliile the pulilie ownership of 
capital—of machinery and land—would enable labor to obtain 
what it produced, wo h.ivo seen that the iiulividiial laliorer can 
not satisfy his wants with the things that he. himself, proilueea. 
He must cxeliaiige the things he has produced for tlio things 
that other laborers have )irodureil. .And iinv medium of rx- 
ehange that will not permit him to e.xchaiige equal auioimts of 
value on even terms is unjust.

Unspeakable Colorado! And an* 
speakaole Colorado capitalism. If 
there has been one grain of truthful 
news sent out by the kid gloved, ex* 
ploiting crew of human cormorants 
there about the miners of that state we have yet to see it. An^ on the 
other hand, we have seen very little from the miners^ side that we 
tJiought was not true. The capitalistic chain of lying newspapers that 
hold the minds of the people of this country in i^orance, have pub¬ 
lished so much untruth about the Colorado situation that even their 
capitalistic readers themselves have come to regard Uiem as unreliable. 
The fact is those sheets do not dare to tell the truth about the Colo¬ 
rado situation; it would gain too much sympathy for the miners and 
find too much expression politically. Recontlv Dr. Washington Gladden 
went to Colorado to sec for himself what the true state of things was 
and some of the things ho whites moke interesting reading. Here is 
what he says of Pros. Moyer of the Western Federation of Miners: 

"1 could not meet Mr. M<^cr; he is vtill, *e I have said, in military con¬ 
finement at Telluride. The offensn for which he w’as last imprisoaed was the 
desecration of the American flag. ThU desecration consisted, as a journalist 
told me, in printing upon the flag a variety of most atrocious anarchistic senti¬ 
ments. The same report was in general circulation, and it was believed 
Oy all with whom I talked—even by those in sjTnpathy with the miners— 
that this offense was of a heinous character. 

Later 1 succeeded in obtaining a copy of this document, and here transcribe 
the entire inscription: 

“Is Colorado in America t** 

“Martial law declared in Colorado! 

“Ilabeas cotpiis suspended in Colorado! 

‘The. press throttled in Colorado! 

“BuUpras for-union men in Colorado! 

“Free speech denied in Colorado! 

“^\'holesa!e arrests witho'it warrant in Colorado! 

“Union men exiled from homes end families In Colorado! 

“Constitutional right to bear arma questioned in Colorado! 

“Corporations corrupt and control administration in Colorado! 

“Right of fair, impartial and speedy trial abolished in Colorado! 

“Citizens' alliance resorts to moo law and violence In Colorado! 

“Militia hired by corporations to break the strike in Colorado!” 

The tenth and thirteenth of these atatements might be disputed; the rest, 
IS will ap|>ear in subsequent letters, are indubitable facts. 

Away from the stimulating atmosphere of Colorado their anarchistic 
character will not appear; and the imprisonment of a man for having painted 
these sentences on tne stripes of an American flag teems a strange procedure. 

One gentleman whoee business it is to be well informed, told me in ex¬ 
plaining the deportations, that the conditions in the mining camps had be- 
eoroe intolerable; that dynamiting of mines, wrecking of trains and-assassina- 
tinna were of constant occurrence; that no man dared to ait fn his house at 
night with nucurlained windows for fear of being shot; tl^ no ms:: knew 
whose turn would come next. 

Not many minutes later, in the same oonversation, in protesting against the 
stories which had appeared fn eastern papers he said that the reports of law- 
le«Kne^s had l>een greatly exaggerated; that there hod been but one murder in 
Cripple Creek withiu the last year and that had nothing to do with the labor 
troubles, and that one mine superinteadent in Telluride had been shot, 
proliably by some miner. There bad indeed been many assauUt* and Rat¬ 
ings of non union men. but no such eamiral of crime as had been reported. 

Thf ,o ends of the story do not agree very well; I judge that lioth ends 
wore somewhat distorted.” 

Even flomc of the capitalist newspapers of Colorado are constrain¬ 
ed for the sake of holding their subscribers to speak with .some tair- 
netis. Thus, here is a clipping from an editorial in the Penwr Post: 

“If Governor Peabody did not want his rUit to the scene of the strike at 
Colorado City to t«suH In Ixmest arbitration, he took exactly the right course. 

“He visited with the mllitaxy. He had a heart-to-heart consultation with 
the mill owners.- He tolkM familiarly with the "atrike breakers,” usually
